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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments presented by the applicant are 
not persuasive. The argument that the claimed invention of independent claims 1 and 14 defines over the combination set forth in the final 
rejection because the Bellinger reference is allegedly concerned soley with saving fuel is not persuasive because the result of the system 
implemented by Bellinger is a byproduct of the actual system. The Bellinger reference still teaches acceleration in the form of a pregiven 
step function (see column 8, lines 26-40) and further shows the system as utilised in conjunction with a speed limiting device, or cruise 
control (FIG 4). The Bellinger reference is concerned with carrying out an increase of speed, or acceleration, and would achieve the same 
result as the claimed invention, ensuring that the wanted speed above the limit is not reached too abruptly, specifically by the metering of 
fuel utilising the fuel injectors, as noted by the applicant on page 7. 
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
